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MINISTRY OF INDUSTRY 

RESOLUTION 

New Delhi, the 24 th September 1963 

No. 4(22)Lie, Pol./63. —The Government of India have been Giving considera¬ 
tion to steps which could be taken to accelerate the pace of industrial develop¬ 
ment, One of the suggestions mad' in I his context is that there is need to 
simplify the procedures and regulations relating to the approval of schemes of 
industrial expansion. It is important that controls operate speedily and efflciertly 
in ord j r that they may serve as instruments for the achievement of a high rate 
of industrial growth. 

2. Government have accordingly decided that the operation of the controls 
applicable to the establishment of additional Industrial capacity under the Indus¬ 
tries (Development and Regulation) Act, 1951 th ■ import of capital goods, the 
issue of capital and foreign investment and collaboration should be examined 
by a Committee which will suggest such modifications as would reduce delays 
In decision.
